Actually I am in the process of going through one now. In addition to the 
other usual necessary work I also had to also disassemble and repair the 
epicycle reduction dial drive mechanism on this one due to slippage. It is 
interesting to note Larry Rosine; W?0G has documented four different 
reduction tuning drive schemes and I have two different versions here. The 
Rider's 

info is a copy of the original operating instructions which included the 
schematic but did not include the original's front view which does have knob 
function identification. Facing the unit and starting at the top of the RH 
side is BFO on/off. Proceeding clockwise the following order is: RF Gain, 
Tone with AC on/off switch, Bandswitch, Tuning, Crystal Phasing, AF Gain, 
Communications Switchx, and Noise Silencer with on/off switch at the top left. 


*multi function send/receive switch also permits switching the receiver's 
three 6F6's over to modulate your CW transmitter for AM window operation 
(provided you supply the modulation iron.) 


It is common to find the four knurled thumbscrews for cabinet attachment 

(two each side) missing. After buying several receivers I finally have a full 
set. I think it may be easier to restore a receiver if you start with more 

than one anyway though.

You're only going to live a certain number of hours more. 
You can probably count-up to the number of years 

you have left in one breath- maybe even on your fingers. 
Why on Glorious God's good Earth would you spend 

even one of them on a radio you don't care about?

Gentlemen, 


It?s been a while since I have posted in this excellent list but consider this 
post both a BA description and a warning. About one year ago, and like some other 
BAers I decided to get a sample of the 222-1 Chinese HF tube receiver. This is 
probably the only ?new? BA in the market. Like many others I placed my order with 
the Chinese seller on the e place. BTW, I sold some solid state gear to get this 
one. The seller promises a transit time of about 2 months by surface mail. It was 
a risk but I took it. In eight weeks two packages were picked up. One with the 
radio and the other with the Power Supply, connecting cable and headphones. There 
was no manual, spares tubes and lamps or extra headphones. These items were and 
still are missing. The seller indicated that he had sent them in another surface 
package but for this particular one he never provided a tracking #. After waiting 
another eight weeks nothing came, I wrote the seller and basically he made a joke 


of my last email. The e place could do nothing because the claim time had expired. 
He got away sending an incomplete package. It is interesting to note that the 8 
weeks that it takes for the package to arrive surpasses the claiming time at the 
eplace. This is the bad news. 


The good news is that the radio was as described, NOS never touched still with the 
sealed plastic cover. The power supply was also in a sealed package. After 
following some recommendations from members of the list I turned on the radio and 
it worked right away using a step up transformer for the 220AC supply. The 222-1 
uses Chinese miniature tubes that are basically copies of Russian tubes that... 
are definitely copies of American tubes. You can easily find the equivalents. IFs 
are sealed, the front panel is , of course, labeled in Chinese. The only tube that 
I have not been able to match is the WL8P current regulator (ballast). All I know 
is that it is an 850mA ballast. The other peculiar thing is the bluish dials and 
the panel meter that is able to check all of the circuits in the radio using a 
switch. The audio is good and goes through a 600 ohm output to either phones or 
speaker. In my case I connected a speaker through a matching transformer. 
Sensitivity is excellent and selectivity acceptable in four ranges. My sample was 
built in February 1972 but the technology is definitely 50s. The moment you turn 
the switch on, except for any tests done in the factory, you are the first person 
to hear this radio after 39 years in storage. BTW it comes covered in some grease 
that has to be cleaned up. 


So now you have the good and bad parts of this BA story. The warning is that if 
you consider this BA, you may not get all that you wish for and the mileage seems 
to vary from one buyer to another.

I decided to once again fight the good fight with my Hallicrafters TO 
Keyer. I have had it for about 25 years, and during that time, I have 
replaced all the black beauty caps, the rectifier diodes, and the power 


supply electrolytics. It quit working some time ago, and as I was using 
the internal keyer in the Corsair II, I just put the old clunker on the 
to-be-fixed pile. Hopefully someone here can give me some idea of what 
is wrong with it. When I turn it on, the OA2 +150 volt VR tube glows 
its normal purple shade, but the OB2 -105 volt VR tube is flashing a 
brilliant orange color. I have looked at the circuit a bit, and cannot 
see where there could be much current drain on the -105 volt circuit as 
there are at minimum at least several hundred K Ohms in series with that 
part of the circuit. It did work just fine before this started. Can 
anyone here give me some pointers as to where to start looking?

At startup VR tube is conducting the current tubes will 
take up when warm. Not an uncommon effect. You might want to analyze the 
circuit to see if a resistor in series with the VR tube has gone down in 
value which could cause the VR tube to be conducting heavier at startup than 
its max current spec.

I think the recommendation is no capacitance over .01uF but that's a figment 
of my memory which is suspect. What happens with a capacitor in parallel 
with a VR tube is the combination becomes a relaxation oscillator. I'm not 
up to evaluating the transfer function that causes that, it's explained 


somewhere in the literature. Yes, all circuits have a cutoff frequency, 
i.e., usually the frequency at the output of a network down by 3dB, and 
after that the output drops by 6dB per octave for a single pole (resistor 
and capacitor) low pass filter. So by keeping the VR tube's shunt 
Capacitance small the tube does not oscillate because the tube is operating 
above its dynamic resistance derived cutoff frequency, there's not enough 
"gain" at that frequency to provde sufficient oscillatory feedback.

In series with the plate RF choke L7 is a "VHF filter choke" L21. 


L14 is the same type of choke, connected to the octal back panel connector, X-12, 
pin 3. Check to see if it is the same size 
as the crispy critter. 


You should be able to substitute an Ohmite Z-144 choke for the burned up choke. 


A question is why a VHF filter choke in the plate circuit 
would burn up, and an answer may be a need for neutralization 
of your final, or to replace a leaky bypass capacitor C32. 


The wirewound screen resistor R28 going to the 6146 sockets 

could fail if you had an antenna problem, due to excessive screen current. But 
that resistor is located near the front panel

Fellow boatanchorites, I need a little help (from my friends). 


Warning:? this is off topic! I plead the indulgence of this without-peer 
assemblage of electronic cognoscenti. 


I've been noodling with the generation elliptical polarization using only a single 
driven element, in my case, a full-wavelength horizontal quad loop. 


The loop is perfectly symmetric in shape.? I've checked NEC's segmentation 
convergence and average gain tests with the model so it's good. 


I've put two equal-true-current sources (feedpoints) in the exact center of? each 
of two _adjacent_ (not opposite) sides of the loop and fed them in quadrature 
(i.e. with a phase difference of? 90 degrees). 


( I will gladly email the antenna model file in .ez form to anyone who uses EZNEC, 
for their examination. ) 


Here's the what I consider strange:? The EZNEC 5+ computed impedances of the two 
sources is NOT the same.? The difference is not great--about 10%--but it's enough 
to disturb the purity (axial ratio) of the elliptical polarization, so that it's 
not purely circular. 


I thought the antenna to be symmetric and the two feedpoints are also 
symmetrically placed.? 


A curious clue:? The feedpoint Z's changes as a function of which of the 
feedpoints has the leading phase. 


I've run the same antenna over "real" ground, perfect ground, and in free space-- 
same unequal Z's. 


I even ran this antenna through the older ELNEC antenna analysis program--and got 
similar (non-equal) results. 


I queried Roy W7EL (of ELNEC and EZNEC fame) about this.? He wrote me that there 
is both physical and electrical assymetry in this antenna arrangement and that 
explains the non-equal Z's: 


"Of course it [the antenna] isn't symmetrical -- each source sees a different 
environment which explains the different impedances. It's asymmetrical 

not only physically, but also electrically -- change the phasing to 0 or 

180 degrees and put the sources on opposite sides of the square, and it 
becomes symmetrical and will have equal source impedances. 


"As sent, it's a similar situation to the two sources in a 90-degree spaced, 90- 


degree 
fed two element phased array which also has different impedances at the 
two feedpoints due to the electrical asymmetry. 


"It is interesting that the magnitude of the current is approximately 
constant around the loop. I don't know what significance or advantage it 
would have except perhaps slightly less loss than other distributions.
